South, is the’ grave implication that Dakar is the 
springboard for any intended offensive move against 
the Western world, be the move economic or mili- 
tary. It is time that Americans take stock of all that

In considering the value of any 
point as a base of operations, a 
host of questions arise, Essential 
general factors are the facilities 
afforded by the place itself and the 
communications channels linking it 
with the rest of the word. The 
specific application of these fac- 
tors depends, like any other ques- 
tlon of military geography, upon 
the aims of the power desiring to 
avail itself of the place and the 
the paths open for the projected 
penetration. All these factors 
must be weighed, whether or not 
the proposed move be one of war 
or of peace. 


Daker lies in the 
bulge of Africa, 
1,800 miles of Atlantic Ocean 
separating it from the eastern 
bulge of South America—-at Natal 
on the nose of Brazil. It is, then, 
within easy cruising range of 
transport ’planes of modern type. 
It is. in fact, one terminus of an 
existing transatlantic air service. 
This is the basic fact that focuses 
American interest on the question 
ef who holds Dakar. 

The town boasts a good _har- 
bour, hence it Is a potential naval 
base. Applying the usual yard- 
stick of fleet radius of action 
approximately 3,500 miles—one 
finds that a battle fleet operating 
from Dakar could adequately en- 
gauge in action in some waters be- 
vond the range of any United 
States fleet based on east coast! 
ports of the United States, and on, 
equal terms with such fleet inj 
other Atlantic waters. Dakar,: 
then, can be a vital factor in hem-! 
isphere defence.

Unhealthy Climate 


In considering the occupation of 
Dakar, it must be understood that 
the place lies 15 degrees north of 
the Equator, and Is a typical West 
African port, drab, hot, and un- 
healthy.

The 
summer season, which runs from 
June_ through October, is one of 
terrific heat and torrential rains.

Germany sought to legalise her 
occupation by declaring the rump 
of the dismembered State the 
“Protectorate of Bohemia = and 
Moravia,” and promulgating a 
thirteen-point decree to govern its 
relationship with the Reich. 

The “Magna Carta of Czech 
freedom" .was the title given 
to this Infamous document by 
Nazi propaganda, but, in effect, 
it is shown, it imposed a 
status Normally reserved by 
European colonial great Powers 
for backward native races un- 
able to read or write. 

The President and Govern- 
ment of the Protectorate, whose 
domestic rights were specifically 
safeguarded in the “inagna carta,” 
were ‘swept aside, the ‘Reich 
Protector became all-powerful, 
and such meusures as the in- 
troduction of the Nuremberg 
laws against the Jews, the estab- 
lishment of German ag _ the 
afficial language, even in . purely 
Czech communities, and the divi- 
sion of the Protectorate into 19 
areas, each with a German gov- 
ernor,: were imposed overnight and 
rigorously enforced. The autonomy 
promised by Hitler was dead— 
stillborn.
